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The  Auction  Venue 

The  New  Connaught  Rooms  are  located  in 
Great  Queen  Street,  in  the  heart  of  London's 
Covent  Garden.  The  auction  takes  place  in 
the  Ulster  Room  and  viewing  on  the  day  of 
the  auction  is  in  the  Denbigh  Room;  both  are 
accessed  by  lift  to  the  3rd  floor. 

The  Rooms  are  a  3-minute  walk  from  the 
nearest  Underground  station,  Holborn 
(Central  and  Piccadilly  Lines),  which  is  a 
40-minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow 
Airport. 

Numerous  buses  from  Charing  Cross,  Euston, 

King's  Cross  and  Waterloo  main  line  railway 
stations  stop  at  the  junction  of  Kingsway  and 
Great  Queen  Street.  The  nearest  covered  car 
park  is  at  the  corner  of  Drury  Lane  and  Parker 
Street,  2  minutes  away. 
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Coin,  Medal  and  Token  Auctions,  12  and  15  December  2005 


No  less  than  299  individual  buyers,  a  record  for  the  coin  side  of  the  business,  were  successful  in  the  last  auction  of  2005  staged 
by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  over  two  days  in  mid-December.  Coins,  commemorative  medals  and  tokens  from  123  vendors  were 
dispersed  for  a  total  of  £440,245  (£506,282  including  premium),  bringing  the  coin  department's  total  for  the  calendar  year  to 
£2,305,165  (£2,650,940). 


The  first  day's  catalogue  opened  with  coins  from  the  Civil  War  hoard  found  at  Prestbury,  Cheshire,  in  June  2004  and  presumed 
deposited  in  1642.  The  finder  and  landowner,  Jason  Scott,  was  present  in  the  room  to  see  his  cache  bring  £32,995  (£37,944)  in 
an  hour-long  round  of  spirited  bidding  with  the  top  price,  £1,600  (£1,840),  paid  for  a  'fine  work'  type  Charles  I  shilling  (lot  109). 
An  Aberystwyth  sixpence  of  the  same  ruler  (lot  149)  changed  hands  for  £700  (£805)  and  a  previously  unrecorded  James  I 
sixpence,  1616/5  (lot  63)  for  £750  (£863). 

Next  under  the  hammer  were  British  coins  from  the  collection  of  Ernest  Danson,  which  grossed  £28,775  (£33,091).  Mostly 
hammered  silver  pennies  from  a  variety  of  scarce  East  Midland  mints,  acquired  in  the  1940s  and  1950s,  the  group  met  with  an 
understandably  enthusiastic  reception,  with  room  buyers  claiming  most  of  the  top  prizes.  An  extremely  fine  and  extremely  rare 
penny  of  Edward  the  Martyr  struck  at  Tamworth  (lot  166)  realised  £4,000  (£4,600),  while  a  William  II  penny  of  the  same  mint 
(lot  191)  commanded  £1,400  (£1,610)  and  one  of  King  Eadgar  (lot  165),  £1,100  (£1,265).  The  bonnet  type  penny  of  William  the 
Conqueror  on  the  front  cover  of  the  catalogue,  from  the  seminal  Lawson  collection  dispersed  in  1954  (lot  184)  was  claimed  by 
a  commission  bidder  for  £980  (£1,127).  Elsewhere,  a  Charles  I  Pontefract  shilling,  1648  (lot  202)  needed  £2,000  (£2,300)  and 
an  Oliver  Cromwell  shilling  (lot  204)  £1,200  (£1,380). 

A  representative  range  of  British  hammered  coins  from  the  collection  formed  by  Michael  Sherman  brought  in  £33,750  (£38,81 3). 
Here,  a  nicely  toned  benediction  hand  type  penny  of  /Ethelred  II  (lot  222)  matched  the  lower  estimate  of  £1,500  (£1,725),  a 
Henry  VIII  testoon  of  Southwark  from  the  Martin  Hughes  collection  (lot  298)  was  knocked  down  for  £1 ,200  (£1 ,380),  an  Edward 
IV  light  coinage  ryal  (lot  273)  made  £1,000  (£1,150)  as  did  a  Charles  I  halfcrown  of  the  Chester  mint  (lot  320),  a  William  II 
Hastings  mint  penny  (lot  247)  needed  £850  (£978)  and  a  very  rare  Harold  I  penny  of  Northampton  (lot  232),  £700  (£805). 

Hammered  gold  maintained  its  momentum  from  earlier  in  the  year,  with  a  telephone  bidder  securing  an  attractive  Edward  VI 
fine  sovereign  (lot  415)  for  £6,200  (£7,130).  A  Richard  II  London-issue  noble  (lot  375)  was  knocked  down  for  £1,600  (£1,840), 
an  Edward  III  treaty  period  noble  (lot  372)  commanded  £1,200  (£1,380)  and  two  Charles  I  unites  (lots  460-1),  £1,050  (£1,208) 
and  £1,000  (£1,150)  respectively.  Best  hammered  silver  coin  was  an  Edward  IV  or  V  groat  from  the  issue  tentatively  dated  to 
1483  (lot  393),  which  netted  a  mid-estimate  £2,200  (£2,530),  while  a  fine  non-portrait  penny  of  Offa  (lot  337)  needed  £1,400 
(£1 ,610).  In  the  English  milled,  a  commission  of  £3,500  (£4,025)  claimed  a  very  rare  1  703  halfcrown  (lot  533),  while  a  telephone 
bidder  secured  a  James  II  five-guineas,  1 687  (lot  504)  at  £2,900  (£3,335).  A  pleasingly  toned  1 664  crown  (lot  489)  found  a  new 
home  for  £2,600  (£2,990),  while  there  was  huge  pre-sale  interest  in  an  1 863  penny  bearing  the  die  number  4  (lot  700),  from  an 
American  source  and  previously  unknown  to  the  specialist  collecting  fraternity,  which  was  bid  to  £2,200  (£2,530);  even  an  1 869 
penny  (lot  701)  attained  as  much  as  £1,200  (£1,380).  Elsewhere,  a  superb  George  IV  £2  piece  of  1823  (lot  642)  was  snapped 
up  for  £1,300  (£1,495),  with  the  same  price  being  paid  for  a  George  II  silver  proof  halfpenny,  1729  (lot  570). 

In  the  Scottish  series,  a  James  I  unite  with  a  good  portrait  (lot  853)  needed  £1,300  (£1,495),  while  a  rare  sterling  of  John  Baliol 
struck  at  St  Andrews  (lot  829)  was  bought  in  the  room  for  £600  (£690).  Irish  coins,  mostly  from  the  collection  formed  by  the  late 
Peter  Coles  which  was  valued  on  the  day  by  buyers  at  £13,520  (£15,548),  included  a  'Blacksmith's'  issue  halfcrown  (lot  901) 
for  £1,150  (£1,323),  a  Cork  sixpence  of  1647  (lot  902)  for  £880  (£1,012)  and  a  St  Patrick's  farthing  (lot  903)  for  £600  (£690). 

Prices  for  South  African  coins  continued  their  sharply  upward  spiral,  reflecting  the  resurgence  in  interest  by  South  Africans  in 
their  domestic  issues.  A  determined  room  bidder  fought  off  strong  telephone  competition  to  win  a  nice  example  of  the  so-called 
'Sammy  Marks  tickey',  or  1898  threepence  in  gold  (lot  1087)  for  £7,200  (£8,280),  which  proved  to  be  the  highest  price  of  the 
auction.  A  rare  single-shaft  variety  of  the  1892  pond  (lot  1058)  quadrupled  estimate  at  £1 ,700  (£1 ,955),  while  an  1 894  halfcrown 
in  practically  mint  state,  found  in  a  group  of  Kruger  material  in  England  back  in  the  summer  (lot  1075)  amazed  at  £1,300 
(£1,495).  A  Cape  of  Good  Hope  pattern  penny,  1889,  in  nickel  (lot  1053)  needed  as  much  as  £1,200  (£1,380),  and  a  ( '.riquatown 
pattern  [jenny  of  the  same  period  (lot  1054),  which  not  so  long  ago  could  easily  be  bought  for  £200,  now  needed  £800  (£920). 
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Our  last  coin  auction  of  2005  takes  the  form  of  a  compact  1,1  71 -lot  dispersal  of  material  from  a 
number  of  collections.  Although  the  emphasis  is  very  much  on  the  British  series,  we  are  also 
pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  a  number  of  interesting  world  coins  and  even  some  primitive  money. 

The  first  153  lots  are  devoted  to  coins  from  the  Civil  War  hoard  found  at  Prestbury,  Cheshire,  in  June 
2004.  Spanning  the  reigns  of  Edward  VI  to  Charles  I,  this  somewhat  typical  hoard  of  the  period,  with  ,i  face 
value  of  almost  £43,  is  further  introduced  inside  the  catalogue. 

Following  on  from  this  is  a  group  of  coins  from  the  collection  formed  by  the  Derbyshire  numismatist 
Ernest  Danson,  in  which  coins  of  the  Midland  mints  of  Leicester  (12  specimens),  Tamworth  (4  specimens)  and 
Derby  (3  specimens)  are  particularly  prominent.  Many  of  them,  such  as  the  William  I  Bonnet  type  penny  of 
Chester  on  the  front  cover  (lot  184)  from  the  distinguished  collection  of  Conqueror  coins  formed  by  W.J. 
Lawson  of  Rothes  and  dispersed  in  1954,  were  acquired  over  50 
years  ago,  which  makes  this  a  particularly  significant  offering. 

Next  is  the  collection  of  British  hammered  coins  formed 
by  Michael  Sherman,  a  teacher  of  English  as  a  foreign  language 
whose  career  has  taken  him  to  Turkey,  Saudi  Arabia,  Brunei  and 
Switzerland.  Michael's  interest  in  numismatics  began  when 
workmen  renovating  his  aunt's  house  discovered  a  George  III 
halfpenny  under  the  floorboards.  Hunting  for  coins  on  market 
stalls  and  in  junk  shops  in  and  around  his  home  town  of  Chester 
resulted  in  a  panoply  of  pieces,  which  were  traded  in  when  his 
interests  shifted  to  book  collecting. 

However,  the  numismatic  bug  bit  again  in  the  early  1980s 
when  he  began  assembling  his  current  collection,  which  includes 
two  Chester  halfcrowns  of  Charles  I  (lots  320-1).  In  forming  it  he 
concentrated  on  portraiture.  Recently  Michael  started  collecting 
ancient  Greek  coins,  a  field  in  which  he  remains  keen. 

The  other  significant  collection  in  this  auction  is  that  of 
Irish  coins  formed  by  the  late  Peter  Coles  (42002).  An  engineer  in 
the  aerospace  industry  living  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Peter's  initial  interest  in  numismatics  centred  on 
aluminium  coins,  of  which  he  put  together  a  large  collection  (lot  1128  in  this  sale).  Being  of  Irish  descent,  he 
then  unsurprisingly  gravitated  to  Irish  coins,  buying  from  a  number  of  sources  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

Highlights  among  British  coins  from  other  properties  include  a  well-centred  Edward  VI  fine  sovereign 
(lot  41 5),  an  unusual  and  most  attractive  early  Anglo-Saxon  sceatta  found  in  Norfolk  earlier  this  year  (lot  334), 
an  Edward  IV/V  groat  (lot  393)  a  little  Elizabeth  I  pattern  penny  of  1601  which  used  to  belong  to  Herbert 
Lingford  (lot  448),  a  Charles  II  crown  of  1664  with  an  excellent  portrait  (lot  489),  a  good  example  of  the  very 
rare  1703  halfcrown  with  plain  reverse  (lot  533)  and,  for  the  aficionados  of  modern  bronze,  a  penny  of  1863 
with  the  die  number  4  (lot  700)  and  another  Edward  VII  trial  penny  by  the  Kings  Norton  Metal  Co  (lot  744). 

South  African  coins  feature  prominently  in  the  day's  last  session.  The  star  here  is  an  example  of  the 
very  rare  'Sammy  Marks  tickey'  of  1898,  acquired  by  the  vendor  in  1981  (lot  1087);  also  worthy  of  note  is  an 
attractive  1892  double  shaft  pond  (lot  1057)  and  a  proof  two  shillings  of  the  same  date  (lot  1078). 

Elsewhere,  there  is  a  rare  Canadian  specimen  set  of  1911  (lot  986),  a  Henry  VI  salut  d'or  from  the 
Reigate  Hoard  (lot  955)  and  a  nice  little  Prussian  half-frederick  d'or,  1806  (lot  1011).  A  small  group  of  ancient 
coins  includes  two  attractive  tetradrachms  of  Syracuse  and  Athens  (lots  1139-40)  and  a  fine  little  Rhodian 
drachm  (lot  1141). 

A  quick  reminder  not  to  forget  our  other  auction  this  week,  Sale  68A,  which  includes  over  1,000  lots 
of  tickets  and  passes,  historical  and  art  medals,  British  trade  tokens  and  coin  weights.  You'll  find  more 
information  overleaf.

The  Prestbury  Civil  War  Hoard,  2004

This  hoard  was  found  on  15  June  2004  by  Jason  Scott  in  the  course  of  his  digging  footings  for  a  barn 
conversion  at  Prestbury,  Cheshire.  Totalling  1,366  coins,  its  content  is  typical  of  so  many  Civil  War 
deposits,  being  mainly  comprised  of  silver  halfcrowns,  shillings  and  sixpences  from  the  coinages  of 
Edward  VI  to  Charles  I.  Also  included  are  groats  of  Mary,  Philip  and  Mary  and  Elizabeth  I,  again  not  unusual, 
together  with  some  threepences  of  Elizabeth  I.  These  denominations  were  in  daily  use  whereas  higher 
denominations  were  not  and  minor  denominations  were  deemed  unsuitable  for  hoarding.  EHowever,  the  hoard 
contains  one  gold  coin,  a  laurel  of  James  I,  and  some  Scottish  and  Irish  coins,  mostly  of  James  VI/I.  The  Tudor 
pieces  are  generally  much  worn  from  their  years  in  circulation;  most  of  the  Scottish  and  Irish  coins  are  bent, 
some  coins  have  been  clipped  and  others  corroded  from  contact  with  soil.  Their  face  value  amounts  to  almost 
£43,  a  significant  sum  at  the  time. 

Large  hoards  from  these  turbulent  times  usually  reveal  items  of  interest  and  rarity  and  this  hoard  does 
not  disappoint  in  that  respect.  Worthy  of  mention  are  a  shilling  of  James  I,  mm.  mullet  over  key  on  obverse, 
which  omits  the  intervening  bell  mark  (lot  57);  an  extremely  rare  sixpence  of  1615  (lot  62);  a  previously 
unrecorded  sixpence  of  1616  (lot  63);  two  very  rare  Tower  shillings  of  Charles  I,  mm.  harp,  with  plume  above 
the  shield  on  the  reverse  (lots  109  and  110);  a  shilling  from  an  obverse  of  Briot's  hammered  coinage  muled 
with  an  ordinary  Tower  reverse  (lot  148)  and  the  only  coin  from  a  provincial  mint,  a  sixpence  struck  at 
Aberystwyth  (lot  149).  There  are  also  some  contemporary  forgeries  (lot  150). 

The  land  on  which  the  find  was  made  is  known  to  have  been  owned  by  Thomas  Legh,  the  Royalist 
High  Sheriff  of  Cheshire,  a  prominent  landowner  who  resided  at  Adlington  Hall,  Macclesfield.  It  was  likely 
leased  to  a  tenant  farmer.  The  most  recent  coins  bear  the  mintmark  triangle-in-circle,  in  use  1641-3, 
suggesting  this  a  very  early  deposit.  On  15  July  1642,  a  month  and  a  week  before  the  King  raised  his  Standard 
at  Nottingham,  the  Royalist  Lord  Strange  entered  Manchester,  predominantly  of  Parliamentarian  persuasion, 
with  a  small  body  of  his  men  and  a  fracas  ensued,  a  precursor  to  the  troubled  limes  in  store.  In  September 
Strange,  by  then  Earl  of  Derby  following  the  recent  death  of  his  father,  laid  siege  to  Manchester.  This  was 
something  of  an  anti-climax  from  a  Royalist  standpoint  and  the  reluctance  of  the  Cheshire  levies  to  serve 
outside  of  their  own  county  doubtless  had  its  effect.  It  might  be  reasonable  to  suggest  this  hoard  was 
deposited  at  that  lime. 

The  hoard  was  contained  in  a  cylindrical  jar,  found  in  six  fragments,  thought  contemporary  and  of 
local  manufacture  in  the  Northwest  Purple  tradition.  II  was  declared  Treasure  at  an  inquest  held  on  19 
Or  tober  2004  and  released  to  the  finder,  who  has  retained  a  few  of  the  coins  as  mementos,  earlier  this  year.

Ernest  Danson 


Ernest  William  Danson  was  born  at  Syston,  near  Leicester,  in  1922.  He  recalls 
that  his  earliest  awareness  of  coins,  other  than  the  circulating  media  of  the 
day,  was  of  items  brought  back  by  his  Father  from  residence  in  Canada  and 
World  War  I  service  in  the  Middle  East,  which  included  two  small  bronzes  of 
Arcadius  dug  up  at  Khan  Yunus,  in  the  present-day  Gaza  Strip.  However,  it  was  not 
until  his  later  teens  that  Ernest's  main  collecting  interests  switched  from  postage 
stamps  to  coins. 

Apart  from  service  in  the  R.A.F.V.R.  as  a  meteorologist  from  1944  to  1947, 
Ernest  has  always  resided  in  the  East  Midland  counties  of  Leicestershire, 
Nottinghamshire  and  Derbyshire.  He  soon  found  the  products  of  the  Saxon  and 
Norman  mints  of  Leicester,  Nottingham  and  Derby,  bearing  the  name  of  both  mint  and  moneyer,  particularly 
fascinating.  The  following  57  lots  from  his  collection  include  purchases  from  wartime  roneod  Seaby  lists  of 
1942  and  1943,  to  several  coins  formerly  owned  by  Bernard  Walter  Hunt,  the  Erdington,  Birmingham 
collector  who  sold  his  pieces  to  Spink  in  1962.  Although  the  acquisition  of  such  specimens  after  the  1960s 
generally  proved  to  be  beyond  the  means  of  a  teacher  of  physics  with  a  family,  the  collecting  and  study  of 
tokens,  medallions  and  paranumismatica  of  'his'  counties,  together  with  medals  of  persons  connected  in  some 
way  with  them,  have  received  much  of  his  attention  since  then.  In  particular  he  was  the  first  to  painstakingly 
record  the  public  house  checks  of  the  three  counties,  generously  making  his  research  available  to  others  with 
a  similar  interest.  When  the  late  Harry  Pegg  and  I  were  working  on  a  new  catalogue  of  the  1  7th  century  tokens 
of  Nottinghamshire  in  the  late  1970s  Ernest  kindly  loaned  us  not  only  his  county  collection  for  study,  but  also 
his  manuscript  notes  on  the  series. 

In  October  1949,  one  year  after  its  foundation  by  Harry  Pegg,  Ernest  joined  the  Numismatic  Society  of 
Nottinghamshire.  As  Grenville  Chamberlain  recalls  in  his  history  of  the  Society,  Ernest's  contribution  to  it  over 
the  years  has  been  considerable;  honorary  secretary  and  treasurer  from  1951-6,  vice-president  from  1958-60 
and  again  from  1963-4,  he  was  president  from  1960-3,  appointed  in  the  wake  of  the  Society's  successful 
hosting  of  the  BANS  Congress  in  May  1960,  when  he  was  Congress  secretary.  In  1964  he  founded  the 
Derbyshire  Numismatic  Society  and  became  its  first  president.  For  both  clubs  he  was  their  representative  at  the 
British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies,  in  the  case  of  Nottinghamshire  for  over  40  years,  and  fittingly  he 
is  now  an  honorary  member  of  both  societies.  His  membership  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society  dates  from 
1 957  and  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Token  Corresponding  Society  since  its  foundation  in  1 971 . 

Ernest  has  had  the  pleasure  of  personal  contact  with  many  fellow  collectors  and  students,  from  the 
early  'Coin  Days'  instigated  by  the  late  Bert  Seaby  to  BANS  Congresses,  BANS  weekend  courses  and  Token 
Congresses,  at  which  he  was  a  frequent  attender,  although  his  presence  at  such  gatherings  has  now  virtually 
ceased  as  his  mobility  decreases  with  advancing  years.  However,  he  continues  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
Derbyshire  and  Nottinghamshire  societies  and  also  of  the  Derbyshire  Archaeological  Society,  archaeology 
being  another  of  his  interests. 

Marriage  to  Iris  in  1948  was  followed  by  the  birth  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  who  between  them 
have  produced  eight  grandchildren  for  him.  Unhappily  Ernest's  elder  son,  David,  died  in  a  road  accident  and 
Iris  passed  away  in  2000.  P.J.P-M.

The  entrepreneur  Samuel  Marks  (1843-1920),  born  in  Lithuania,  arrived 
in  Cape  Town  in  1868  where  he  began  his  career  by  hawking  cheap 
jewellery  and  cutlery.  Later  he  moved  to  Kimberley  where  he  went  into 
business  with  his  brother-in-law  Isaac  Lewis  and  Jules  Porges;  together 
they  formed  the  French  Diamond  Mining  Company.  Later  Lewis  and 
Marks  relocated  to  the  Eastern  Transvaal,  and  after  trading  in  the 
boomtown  of  Barberton,  established  the  African  and  European 
Investment  Company,  which  became  a  major  Rand  finance  house  with 
controlling  interests  in  several  gold  mines.  Marks  also  developed  the 
Viljoen's  Drift  coal  mine  and  encouraged  the  expansion  of  the  Witbank 
coalfields.  He  was  a  close  friend  and  admirer  of  Paul  Kruger  and  a 
popular  figure  within  the  Transvaal  business  community,  serving  as  a 
senator  in  the  Union  Parliament  from  1910  until  his  death  in  1920  in

of  Business 

(b)  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the  'total  amount  due'  in  pounds  sterling 
(unless  credit  terms  have  been  agreed  with  Dix  Noonan  Webb  before  the 
auction).  Please  note  that  we  will  not  accept  cash  payments  in  excess  of 
£8,000  (eight  thousand  pounds)  in  settlement  for  purchases  made  at  any  one 
auction. 

6  Dix  Noonan  Webb  may,  at  its  absolute  discretion,  agree  credit  terms  with 
the  buyer  before  an  auction  under  which  the  buyer  will  be  entitled  to  take 
possession  of  lots  purchased  up  to  an  agreed  amount  in  value  in  advance  of 
payment  by  a  determined  future  date  of  the  'total  amount  due'. 

7  Any  payments  by  a  buyer  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  may  be  applied  by  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  towards  any  sums  owing  from  that  buyer  to  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  on  any  account  whatever,  without  regard  to  any  directions  of  the 
buyer,  his  or  her  agent,  whether  expressed  or  implied. 

8  Collection  of  purchases 

The  ownership  of  the  lot(s)  purchased  shall  not  pass  to  the  buyer  until  he  or 
she  has  made  payment  in  full  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  of  the  'total  amount  due' 
in  pounds  sterling. 

9  (a)  The  buyer  shall  at  his  or  her  own  expense  take  away  the  lot(s)  purchased 
not  later  than  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the  auction  but  (unless  credit 
terms  have  been  agreed  in  accordance  with  Condition  7)  not  before  payment 
to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  of  the  'total  amount  due'. 

(b)  The  buyer  shall  be  responsible  for  any  removal,  storage  and  insurance 
charges  on  any  lot  not  taken  away  within  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the 


auction. 

(c)  The  packing  and  handling  of  purchased  lots  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  staff  is 
undertaken  solely  as  a  courtesy  to  clients  and,  in  the  case  of  fragile  articles, 
will  be  undertaken  only  at  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  discretion.  In  no  event  will 
Dix  Noonan  Webb  be  liable  for  damage  to  glass  or  frames,  regardless  of  the 
cause. 

10  Buyers'  responsibilities  for  lots  purchased 

The  buyer  will  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damage  to  lots  purchased  from  the 
time  of  collection  or  the  expiry  of  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the  auction, 
whichever  is  the  sooner.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents 
shall  thereafter  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  any  kind,  whether 
caused  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  while  any  lot  is  in  its  custody  or  under 
its  control. 

1 1  Remedies  for  non-payment  or  failure  to  collect  purchase 

If  any  lot  is  not  paid  for  in  full  and  taken  away  in  accordance  with  Conditions 
6  and  10,  or  if  there  is  any  other  breach  of  either  of  those  Conditions,  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  as  agent  of  the  seller  shall,  at  its  absolute  discretion  and 
without  prejudice  to  any  other  rights  it  may  have,  be  entitled  to  exercise  one 
or  more  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: 

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  buyer  at 
the  same  or  any  other  auction. 

(c)  to  re-sell  the  lot  or  cause  it  to  be  re-sold  by  public  auction  or  private  sale 
and  the  defaulting  buyer  shall  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  any  resulting 
deficiency  in  the  'total  amount  due'  (after  deduction  of  any  part  payment  and 
addition  of  re-sale  costs)  and  any  surplus  shall  belong  to  the  seller. 

(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either  at  Dix  Noonan  Webb  premises  or 
elsewhere. 

(e)  to  charge  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  2  percent  per  month  on  the  'total 
amount  due'  to  the  extent  it  remains  unpaid  for  more  than  5  working  days 
after  the  day  of  the  auction. 

(f)  to  retain  that  or  any  other  lot  sold  to  the  same  buyer  at  the  sale  or  any  other 
auction  and  release  it  only  after  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due'. 

(g)  to  reject  or  ignore  any  bids  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
at  any  future  auctions  or  obtaining  a  deposit  before  accepting  any  bids  in 
future. 

(h)  to  apply  any  proceeds  of  sale  then  due  or  at  any  time  thereafter  becoming 
due  to  the  defaulting  buyer  towards  settlement  of  the  'total  amount  due'  and 
to  exercise  a  lien  on  any  property  of  the  defaulting  buyer  which  is  in  Dix 
Noonan  Webb's  possession  for  any  purpose. 

12  Liability  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  sellers 

(a)  Goods  auctioned  are  usually  of  some  age.  All  goods  are  sold  with  all 
faults  and  imperfections  and  errors  of  description.  Illustrations  in  catalogues 
are  for  identification  only.  Buyers  should  satisfy  themselves  prior  to  the  sale 
as  to  the  condition  of  each  lot  and  should  exercise  and  rely  on  their  own 
judgement  as  to  whether  the  lot  accords  with  its  description.  Subject  to  the 
obligations  accepted  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  under  this  Condition,  none  of  the 
seller,  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents  is  responsible  for  errors  of 
descriptions  or  for  the  genuineness  or  authenticity  of  any  lot.  No  warranty 
whatever  is  given  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents,  or  any  seller 
to  any  buyer  in  respect  of  any  lot  and  any  express  or  implied  conditions  or 
warranties  are  hereby  excluded. 

(b)  Any  lot  which  proves  to  be  a  'deliberate  forgery’  may  be  returned  by  the 
buyer  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  within  1 5  days  of  the  date  of  the  auction  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  lime  of  the  auction,  accompanied  by 
a  statement  of  defects,  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  date  of  the  auction  at 
which  it  was  purchased.  If  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  satisfied  that  the  item  is  a 
'deliberate  forgery'  and  that  the  buyer  has  and  is  able  to  transfer  a  good  and 
marketable  title  to  the  lot  free  from  any  third  party  claims,  the  sale  will  be  set 
aside  and  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  will  be  refunded,  provided 
that  the  buyer  shall  have  no  rights  under  this  Condition  if: 

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the  sale  was  in  accordance 


with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars  and  experts  or  fairly 
indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such  opinion;  or 

(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of  the  catalogue 
that  the  lot  was  a  deliberate  forgery'  was  by  means  of  scientific  processes  not 
generally  accepted  tor  use  until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a 
process  which  was  unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer's  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any  amount  paid 
in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and  shall  rest  solely 
and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold. 

Conditions  mainly  concerning  Sellers  and  Consignors 

1 3  Warranty  of  title  and  availability 

The  seller  warrants  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  to  the  buyer  that  he  or  she  is 
the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly  authorised  to  sell  the  property 
by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to  transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the 
property  free  from  any  third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Dix 
Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the 
seller. 

14  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve  on  any  lot, 
being  the  minimum  'hammer  price'  at  which  that  lot  may  be  treated  as  sold. 
A  reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  consent 
of  Dix  Noonan  Webb.  Dix  Noonan  Webb  may  at  their  option  sell  at  a 
'hammer  price'  below  the  reserve  but  in  any  such  cases  the  sale  proceeds  to 
which  the  seller  is  entitled  shall  be  the  same  as  they  would  have  been  had 
the  sale  been  at  the  reserve.  Where  a  reserve  has  been  placed,  only  the 
auctioneer  may  bid  on  behalf  of  the  seller. 

15  Authority  to  deduct  commission  and  expenses 

The  seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  deduct  commission  at  the  'stated 
rate'  and  'expenses'  from  the  'hammer  price'  and  acknowledges  Dix  Noonan 
Webb's  right  to  retain  the  premium  payable  by  the  buyer. 

16  Rescission  of  sale 

If  before  Dix  Noonan  Webb  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  buyer 
makes  a  claim  to  rescind  the  sale  that  is  appropriate  and  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  claim  is  justified,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  authorised 
to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  to  the  buyer  any  amount  paid  to  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot. 

1 7  Payment  of  sale  proceeds 

Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller  not  later  than 
35  days  after  the  auction,  but  if  by  that  date  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  not 
received  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer  then  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will 
remit  the  sale  proceeds  within  five  working  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
'total  amount  due'  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms  have  been 
agreed  between  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  the  buyer,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall 
remit  to  the  seller  the  sale  proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction 
unless  otherwise  agreed  by  the  seller. 

18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the  'total  amount  due' 
within  3  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will  endeavour  to  notify 
the  seller  and  take  the  seller's  instructions  as  to  the  appropriate  course  of 
action  and,  so  far  as  in  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist 
the  seller  to  recover  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer.  If  circumstances 
do  not  permit  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  take  instructions  from  the  seller,  the 
seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb  at  the  seller's  expense  to  agree  special 
terms  for  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due',  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the 
lot  sold,  to  settle  claims  made  by  or  against  the  buyer  on  such  terms  as  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  shall  in  its  absolute  discretion  think  fit,  to  take  such  steps  as 
are  necessary  to  collect  monies  due  by  the  buyer  to  the  seller  and  if 
necessary  to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  money  to  the  buyer. 


19  |f,  notwithstanding  that  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the 
'total  amount  due'  within  three  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
remits  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  ownership  of  the  lot  shall  pass  to 
Dix  Noonan  Webb. 

20  Charges  for  withdrawn  lots 

Where  a  seller  cancels  instructions  for  sale,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the 
right  to  charge  a  fee  of  15%  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  then  latest  estimate  or 
middle  estimate  of  the  auction  price  of  the  property  withdrawn,  together  with 
Value  Added  Tax  thereon  if  the  seller  is  resident  in  the  European  Union,  and 
•expenses'  incurred  in  relation  to  the  property. 

21  Rights  to  photographs  and  illustrations 

The  seller  gives  Dix  Noonan  Webb  full  and  absolute  right  to  photograph  and 
illustrate  any  lot  placed  in  its  hands  for  sale  and  to  use  such  photographs  and 
illustrations  and  any  photographs  and  illustrations  provided  by  the  seller  at 
any  time  at  its  absolute  discretion  (whether  or  not  in  connection  with  the 
auction). 

22  Unsold  lots 

Where  any  lot  fails  to  sell,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  notify  the  seller 
accordingly.  The  seller  shall  make  arrangements  either  to  re-offer  the  lot  for 
sale  or  to  collect  the  lot. 

23  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the  right  to  charge  commission  up  to  one-half 
of  the  'stated  rates'  calculated  on  the  'bought-in  price'  and  in  addition 
'expenses'  in  respect  of  any  unsold  lots. 

General  conditions  and  definitions 

24  Dix  Noonan  Webb  sells  as  agent  for  the  seller  (except  where  it  is  stated 
wholly  or  partly  to  own  any  lot  as  principal)  and  as  such  is  not  responsible  for 
any  default  by  seller  or  buyer. 

25  Any  representation  or  statement  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  in  any  catalogue 
as  to  authorship,  attribution,  genuineness,  origin,  date,  age,  provenance, 
condition  or  estimated  selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion  only.  Every 
person  interested  should  exercise  and  rely  on  his  or  her  own  judgement  as  to 
such  matters  and  neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are 
responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such  opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best  served  by  attendance  at 
the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will,  if  so  instructed,  execute  bids  on  their 
behalf.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are  responsible 
for  any  neglect  or  default  in  doing  so  or  for  failing  to  do  so. 

27  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  discretion,  to  refuse  admission 
to  its  premises  or  attendance  at  its  auctions  by  any  person. 

28  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  absolute  discretion  without  giving  any  reason  to 
refuse  any  bid,  to  divide  any  lot,  to  combine  any  two  or  more  lots,  to  withdraw 
any  lot  from  the  auction  and  in  case  of  dispute  to  put  up  any  lot  for  auction 
again. 

29  (a)  Any  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  shall  extend  to  all  actions, 
proceedings  costs,  expenses,  claims  and  demands  whatever  incurred  or 
suffered  by  the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  indemnity. 

(b)  Dix  Noonan  Webb  declares  itself  to  be  a  trustee  for  its  relevant  servants 
and  agents  of  the  benefit  of  every  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  to  the 
extent  that  such  indemnity  is  expressed  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  its  servants  and 
agents. 

30  Any  notice  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  a  seller,  consignor,  prospective  bidder 
or  buyer  may  be  given  by  first  class  mail  or  airmail  and  if  so  given  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  duly  received  by  the  addressee  48  hours  after  posting. 

31  These  Conditions  shall  be  governed  by  and  construed  in  accordance  with 
English  law.  All  transactions  to  which  these  Conditions  apply  and  all  matters 
connected  therewith  shall  also  be  governed  by  English  law.  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  hereby  submits  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts  and  all 
other  parties  concerned  hereby  submit  to  the  non-exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
English  courts. 

32  In  these  Conditions: 

(a)  catalogue  includes  any  advertisement,  brochure,  estimate,  price  list  or 
other  publication; 


(b)  'hammer  price'  means  the  price  at  which  a  lot  is  knocked  down  by  the 
auctioneer  to  the  buyer; 

(c)  'total  amount  due'  means  the  'hammer  price'  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold 
together  with  any  premium,  Value  Added  Tax  chargeable  and  additional 
charges  and  expenses  due  from  a  defaulting  buyer  in  pounds  sterling; 

(d)  'deliberate  forgery'  means  an  imitation  made  with  the  intention  of 
deceiving  as  to  authorship,  origin,  date,  age,  period,  culture  or  source  which 
is  not  shown  to  be  such  in  the  description  in  the  catalogue  and  which  at  the 
date  of  the  sale  had  a  value  materially  less  than  it  would  have  had  if  it  had 
been  in  accordance  with  that  description; 

(e)  'sale  proceeds'  means  the  net  amount  due  to  the  seller  being  the  'hammer 
price'  of  the  lot  sold  less  commission  at  the  'stated  rates'  and  'expenses'  and 
any  other  amounts  due  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  by  the  seller  in  whatever 
capacity  and  howsoever  arising;

Commission,  illustrations,  insurance  and  advertising  are  subject  to  VAT  if  the 
seller  is  resident  in  the  European  Union.
